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SELECTMEN TURN DOWN PAY RAISE 


POLICE-FIRE REQUEST FOR 
$10 RAISE TURNED DOWN 
The Board of Selectmen, act- 
ing unanimously, Monday night 
turned down a request of the 
Police and Fire Departments 
for a $10 raise per week, for 
all members ‘across the board’ 
After several hours of debate 
in which the Selectmen and TM 
declared that they would not 
be fair to the taxpayers, and 
to the other employees of Wil- 
mington, the board decided to 
“take the discussion to the 

voters of Wilmington’. 

12 members of the two depart- 
ments, with Sgt. John Imbimbo 
as spokesman attended the meet 
ing, at 9 pm to present their 
request. 

Sgt. Imbimbo, who stated he 
was speaking for every member 
of both departments, 
Selectmen that the men felt 
they were entitled to a $10 
raise, or else $5000 a year, as 
had been voted in permissive 
legislation. 

Imbimbo very carefully ex- 
plained that there was no co- 
ercion intended, but that the 
men had three articles which 
they would also submit, as an 
alternative. 

The 3 percent raise, voted by 
the Selectmen for all town 
employees, was not satisfact- 
ory, the Selectmen were told. 
Cited by some of the speakers 
was the fact that the Police 
men and Firemen had to pass a 
Civil Service examination. The 
Chief of the Fire Department 
told the Selectmen that he was 
unable to fill his roster, be- 
cause no one in Wilmington 
would sit for an examination 
for a job paying $74 a week. 

The Discussion 

Later in the same evening, in 
the discussion the Selectmen 
agreed that it would be unfair 
to the other employees, and to 
the tax payers to accede to 
the request. 

Some of thé remarks made dur- 
ing the discussion were: 

De Felice: The Highway De- 
partment protects us too - a- 
gainst accidents - How do you 
discriminate? 

Black: Much as I would like 
to give it to them (police and 
firemen) the taxpayer should 
be heard too - put it in the 
warrant. 

De Felice: I agree 100% 

Mrs. Drew: And so do I. 
Hagerty: We are the highest 
town when it comes to a dif- 
ferential between Chief and 
Sargent - we pay $28 more. 

De Felice: Civil Service 
gives them automatic protect- 
ion. 

Calabrese: With the exception 
of Andover all those towns 
that they have listed are fa- 
cing a $90 tax rate. Do you 
think they will vote that kind 
of pay? 

Hagerty: If we can we should 
reduce the tax rate. 

De Felice: Or at least hold 
it where it is. 

Calabrese: It is about time 
we made some returns to the 
homeowner. They are entitled

HENRY HILLER, 
THE FAMOUS ’ CASKET WOMAN’ OF WILMINGTON )

THE HILLER STORY 
(CONT) 

The Wilmington to which the 
Doctors Hiller moved in the 
1870’ s was not a large town. 
The population at that time 
was 866, of which 93 were for- 
eign born, and 6 were colored. 
Most of the foreign born were 
Irish, having moved out from 
Boston. Dr and Mrs Dr. Hiller 
of course were foreign born, 
and there were a few Germans, 
British and Swedes, 

The town was still living the 
Civil War, only a decade past. 
The MacIntosh family although 
of Northern sentiments, were 

( gee inhabitants of New Or- 

x ‘eans, and the MacIntosh chil- 
dren, as they grew up, had to 
more than once defend them- 
selves against patriotic sons 
of Union veterans, 

Agriculture and slaughtering 
were the two main pursuits of 
the townspeople, with some 
lumbering activity. The hey- 
day of the Cranberry, which 
first was cultivated in Wil- 
mington, was a thing of the 
past - the Cranberry Blight 
having ruined the vines. Like- 
wise Hops were a thing of the 
past, because of the Hop 
Blight. Agriculture was con- 
fined to what is today called 
‘truck gardens’, and the 
growth of hay. 

Butchering, on the other hand 
was still strong in this town. 
The various members of the 
Buck family would buy cattle 
in New Hampshire, transport 
them to Wilmington on Boston & 
Lowell RR cars, and early in 
the morning there would be @ 
regular ‘cattle roundup’ as 
the cars were unloaded, in the 
stock yards across from where 
Lyons Filling Station is today 

The main family names in Wil- 
mington were Puck, Carter and 
Eames, with a few others also 
being of prominence, such as 
the Jaquith family. They were 
all overshaaowed, snortly, 
by the notoriety of the Hiller 
family. 

Mrs. Hiller's first friend in 
Wilmington was Mary Ann MacIn- 
tosh, the wife of Capt. George 
MacIntosh, who lived across 
what is now Main Street. Mary 
Ann had been raised in New Or- 
leans, a member of a prominent 
shipping family, and had mar- 
ried Capt. MacIntosh. Schamiel 
MacIntosh, one of her sons, 
who was to be intimately con- 
nected with the Hiller family, 
was named for one of the shyps 
that Capt. MacIntosh had com- 
manded. 

Mary Ann was a little woman, 
who, until her escape from New 
Orleans during the Civil War, 
had never known what it was to

do any work for herself. She 
had been cared for, by slaves, 
and was wont to remark, in her 
later years that until she was 
twenty years old she had never 
even dressed hersel f. 

She was a woman of undoubted 
bravery, courageous and uncom- 
Plaining. The pistol she car- 
ried in her bosom, as she 
crossed the Confederate and 
Union lines with her children 
is still in the possession of 
her descendants, 

She never complained at her 
hard lot, for Capt. MacIntosh 
had lost everything but his 
Wilmington holdings as a re- 
sult of the Civil War, and the 
panic of 1871, and had become 
a section hand for the Boston 
& Lowell Railroad. She was a 
model of industriousness and 
cheerfullness, and was undoubt 
edly a very fine companion for 
Frances Hiller, during their 
first years in Wilmington. 
Mrs. Hiller, ( for it was she 
who engaged in all the activi- 
ties of the family) soon began 
to look around for activities. 
Wilmington at that time had 
large fields, extending almost 
unbroken from the Congrega- 
tional Church to the Maple 
Meadow Brook (near AVOO).These 
fields were known as ‘The 
Plains’ and were the result of 
the heavy hop growths, and 
subsequent hay growing, in 
this town, 

Frances bought large acreage 
in ‘The Plains’, and started 
real estate developments. 

One of the large tracts she 
bought was along ‘The New 
Road’, (now Lowell Street). She 
laid out house lots, creating 
Parker Street, Young Street, 
and ‘several of the streets 
which cross those streets were 
‘laid out’ in her first real 
estate speculation. 

She shortly thereafter pur- 
chased land along what we now 
call Church Street, on both 
sides, Much of this was swampy 
land, and is today, but she 
laid out more real estate de- 
velopments, one of which in- 
cluded the site of the present 
Fire-Police station, and ano- 
ther of which was across the 
street, where the town has vo- 
ted to build a police station. 

Always Made Money 

The townspeople of course, 
laughed at a woman who bought 
these large tracts of land, 
and who was laying out real 
estate tracts, as it were, by 
the mile, but they soon stop- 
ped laughing on this account, 
for Frances Hiller always made 
money on her speculations. It 
was amarvel, to the people of 
Wilmington, who began to re- 
gard this eccentric woman with 
a little more respect.

The New House 

Meanwhile, the Hiller House 
was rapidly nearing completion 
|It was one of the finest being 
built at that time, in the 
| Commonweal th of Massachusetts. 
(Today it is owned by Stop & 
Shop as reported recently in 
this paper) 

No money was spared, in the 
erection of this fine home. 
Artists were brought to Wil- 
mington to paint murals on the 
walls - no wallpaper would do. 
The doors were all paneled 
with gold paint. The balus- 
trade to the second floor was 
carved of one piece of moho- 
gany, 36 feet long, ending in 
an alligator. curved, whose 
tail wound up towards the 
ceiling towards one of the 
expensive cut-glass chande- 
liers which were installed in 
the building. 

Colored glass windows were 
installed, throughout the 
building, a sixteen room house 

In back was a swimming pool, 
not for the people who lived 
in the house, but for Mrs. Dr. 
Hiller’s pet alligators! 

Also in back was a large 
greenhouse, in which flowers 
were cultivated the year a- 
round, for the Hiller table. 

It was with considerable pomp 
and circumstance that the two 
Doctors Hiller moved into 
their new home, in 1876, 

Mrs. Hiller kept a coach and 
team, for her drives around 
town. She spent lavishly. 

Other Houses 

One of her idiosyneracies 
soon began to show up, in that. 
having a home of her own she 
felt other houses should look 
like hers. 

Just who was the first 
citizen to be approached by 
this eccentric woman, on the 
subject of house-appearance 
isn’t known, but it was a safe 
bet that he was truly astound- 
ed, for Prance Hiller ( as she 
called herself at times) felt 
strongly about the subject of 
architecture. 

She would, free of charge, 
alter the outside of homes 
that she did not like, having 
carpenters install porches and 
carved woodwork, current in 
those days, to make the homes 
look more modern. 

If the owner of the house 
wouldn't agree to her propos- 
als she often bought the house 
and remdeled it - after which 
she presented it back to the 
owner! 

She could well afford to do 
this, for Dr. Hiller, daily 
commuting to his ‘laboratory’ 
(really just a dressed-up 
factory) was making money in 
unheard of. quantities. 


] Urs. Othniel Eames 

| France Hiller did not form 
| many friendships in Wilmington 
| Whether or not by design, she 
j actually had little to do with 
any native of the town. Her 
one friendship, other than the 
MacIntosh family (born in 
| Maine, and lately of New Or- 
leans) was with Mrs. Othniel 

Eames, who lived at what is 
now 403 Woburn Street. 

EFoth Mr and Mrs Eames were 
really natives of Wilmington, 
but they had lived in Everett 
for many years, which perhaps 
gave them a broader outlook on 
life. 

It was with Mrs. Othniel 
Eames t! Prance Hiller forn- 
ed her first friendship. Near- 
ly every day she would be dri- 
ven over to the Eames home, in 
her coach and team, and the 
two ladies would then be dri- 
ven to Woburn, to buy new hats 
for hat® were one of France’ s.

It sounds so big and clean; 
the way it is put before the 
people in your editorial. 
Actually the sewerage problem 
was first presented to the 
State House on Feacon Hill by 
a small group of citizens from 
Grove Ave. It was presented in 
the form of a signed petition, 
which was written up by a Mr. 
Ed. Curtis, an old-time boy- 
hood friend of ours. At that 
time an engineer, hired by the 
state, came out to our proper- 
ty and took samples of clay, 
had it analyzed, and sent back 
a report to the effect, that 
Wilmington was in dire need of 
a change of its sanitation 
habits. He strongly recommend- 
ed that sewerage get underway 
at once, for the good of the 
health of our families. This 
problem lay dormant for about 
two years, until Mr. Kenneth 
Lyons suddenly came to the 
fore with the bright idea of 
pushing sewerage for Wilming- 
ton. 

We wrote Mr. Lyons at that 
time, which waS about seven 
years ago, and offered our 
whole-hearted support in any 
efforts he might make in this 
direction. We never heard any 
thing more about it. Not until 
AVCO came to town, and of- 
fered to take up the fight 
that we had started. 

Oh Yes! At the time of our 
Petition, we did get a call 
from one of the dignataries 


from Town Hall. We Were asked: 
‘Are you cuh-razy! Don’t you 
know it would cost a million 
dollars for sewerage in‘this 
town?” A remark that was, of 
course, typical of an ostrich, 
with its head in the sand; 
nothing more. 
That is why, probably, the 
people in this part of Wilming 
ton can’t quite ‘see’ some of 
the big, political cries from 
the platform; people who are 
trying to tell us what we 
think doesn’t matter, until 
they can use it to their own 
advantage, that is.
